They would need a substantial meal because they are grow- 
ing boys. This you will provide. If you will send a bus here large enough 
to hold forty boys and their instruments, to be here at 11:30 a.m., that 
can be deducted from the bill. 


I am finding that we will not be able to use the tickets because 
by setting the date on May 14th our people will not be able to go and then 


too, after all, I feel that when we have the band there that will be enough 
boys for us to be accountable for. 


Over and above the bus and meal we will have to ask you for $25,00 
to cover any contingencies or incidentals. 


If there is anything in this letter that is contrary to your thot 
please let me know immediately. I think it is well to have a very definite 
understanding in the beginning.
